THE FAIR 

The Fair got away to a good start, with 
fine weather, excellent exhibits in every 
department, a good program of attract- 
ions, and crowds larger than a year ago. 

It is a good fair, would be a good fair 
anywhere, and Edmonton people have 
cause to be proud of it, as they have had 
cause to be proud of its predecessors. It 
is of course the outstanding agricultural 
exhibition in Western Canada, and no- 
where on the continent can a better ex- 
hibition be staged in a city of the size. 

The buildings, contain displays of stock, 
grain, vegetables and flowers as fine as 
any country could produce. The exhibits 
of domestic manufactures, industrial pro- 
ducts and commercial houses are worthy 
of the city and the country. The entertain- 
ment features really entertain. 

No one should fail to visit the grounds 
if he can do so. Those who take a more 
than casual interest in the progress that 
is being made along many lines of pro- 
duction in central and northern Alberta 
will need several visits to go the rounds of 
the exhibits in all departments. 


THE REAL SURPLUS 
There is no such thing in the world as 


an actual surplus of wheat, never has been, 
and probably never will or can be. What 
is known by that term is only a ‘“commer- 


cial surplus”; the balance that is not sold 
under the existing commercial arrange- 
ments and prohibitions by which the pro- 
cess of universal barter has been checked 
and discouraged. 

There are enough hungry people in the 
world to eat up this commercial surplus in 
a year if they could get it. And they pro- 
duce things of use, convenience or beauty 
which could be accepted in exchange for 
the wheat but for the artificial restrictions 
that have been imposed upon their ship- 
ment from one country to another. 

While representatives of the great 
wheat producing countries have been talk- 
ing in London about curtailing production 
by law, what they should have been talk- 
ing about is the curtailment of restrictions 
that have been written into law which pre- 
vent the wheat moving to the markets 
where it could be sold and consumed. 

The crop curtailment scheme is only 
another dodge to sidestep the issue of 
taking off the restrictions that have left 
commercial surpluses of wheat—and 
many other commodities—in the hands of 
the producers. The real surplus is a sur- 
plus of restraints, not of wheat. 


BETTER LEAVE NATURE ALONE 

Writing Sydney, Mr. B. Millin, 
Canada’s trade representative there. says: 

“New South Wales is the largest wheat- 
producing state in the Commonwealth of 
Australia, and last season harvested 76,- 
000,000 bushels from 4,700,000 acres, the 
yield being a record one. Although since 
September last year insufficient rain has 
fallen in the wheat-growing districts, it is 
estimated the decreased acreage sown this 
year will only be from 10 to 15 per cent 
less than last year. Now that the sowing 
period is advancing, the continuance of 
these dry conditions is causing consider- 
able anxiety, and if substantial rain does 
not fall soon growing crops may be seri- 
ously affected.” 

That helps to explain why the Austra- 
lian growers are against the scheme to 
curtail world production by law. They 
know from long experience that artificial 
curtailment is neither necessary nor safe, 
Nature, over a term of years, can be 
trusted to restore the balance. If man 
helps nature reduce the surplus supply, by 
cutting down the acreage sown, the thing 
is quite likely to be over-done. 

ith drought in the United States, 
drought threatened in new South Wales, 
and a below-normal crop promised in 
Western Canada, the crop restricters in 
London may lay off. For two reasons. 
One is that no crop-curtailment scheme 
would be tolerated by the peoples they 
represent in face of conditions which are 
reducing the world surplus without such 
epeaes. The other is that if the scheme 

by any chance get into effect it might 
land the world in a wheat famine. That 
would be more embarrassing than any 
so-called surplus ever was. 
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“That which is gone out of thy lips thou shalt keep and perform.” -» » » 


DEFLATION CAN BE FOUGHT 

President Tom Moore has issued a call 
to the members of the Trades and Labor 
Congress to send delegates to the annual 
convention at Windsor, Ont., who will do 
battle against “the reactionaries and their 
policy of deflation.” 

That call might well be addressed to the 
people of Canada at large. It would meet 
with an enthusiastic and all but unan- 
imous response. Outside parliament, defla- 
tionists must be getting scarce by this 
time in this Dominion, even among those 
who thought that because a depression 
had never been fought there could not be 
any way of fighting this one. 

If there remain any who think that a 
country full of people can do nothing but 
tamely submit to whatever economic con- 
ditions may come along, they must be 
gluttons for punishment, and blind to 
what has happened in one country in the 
last three months, 

For three years Canadians have seen 
everything they owned “deflated”, with- 
out check or attempted check. The value 
went out of their property. The securities 
they held shrank to worthlessness. Wages 
were cut. Men were dismissed. Relief lines 
lengthened. And all because we had pro- 
duced more real wealth than we ever had 
before. 

There was only one effective reason for 
submitting to be thus impoverished by 
wealth; our great-grand-fathers did the 
same thing when hard times came upon 
them. Wherefore, supposedly, there was 
nothing for us to do but wait until the pro- 
cess of disintegration ran its course, if 
this ended ‘n universal ruin. 

That philosophy of helplessness is out 
of court now. The people of Canada want 
a government that will fight deflation, not 
simply sit on the side lines and watch the 
process of destruction go on.

the list. Yet, the town of Jasper, 
alone gives to the provincial high- 
way department around $4,000 a 
year for auto licenses, and one 
of the several gas stations of the 
town sent in $200 for gas tax dur- 
ing the month of June, for which 
Jasper receives no benefits what- 
ever. How about it? 

The Dominion government has, 
at great expense, built and kept 
in perfect condition several hun- 
dred miles of motor roads in the 
park. Not a penny of provincial 
money is spent on the park roads,

But 
since all wars have been marked 
by looting, Kirke was not to be 
blamed above all others, especi- 
ally as he handed the furs over to 
his English sovereign.

The Passing Show 
By J. S. Cowper 


Outbreak of another epidemic of kidnapping in 
United States has brought a demand from senators, 
judges and representative citizens that the death 
penalty be inflicted upon convicted kidnappers for 
extortion. With one family said to be ready to 
pay $75,000 for the release of a member, another 
$200,000 and a third trying to find out what sum 
will be considered suitable for the ransom of an 
aged banker suffering from angina pectoris, kid- 
napping as an easy way of making a fortune is sure 
to increase unless drastic steps are taken to dis- 
courage it. 

The wave of kidnapping has more than a study 
interest for Canadians. Crime waves grow and 
spread. Already in diverse parts of Canada morons 
have been found writing extortion notes, demand- 
ing money under threat of kidnapping. We are 
liable any day to have a kidnapping orgy of our 
own. 


Me a 

Kidnapping is one of the most horrible and 
heartrending of crimes. Under implied threat of 
torture and murder it has more power to inflict 
sorrow and agony than death itself. Murder is a 
fould enough thing, but even murder is free from 
the harrowing uncertainties that makes every kid- 
napping crime a ghastly horror. 

Garrotting and thuggery in the old country was 
exterminated by use of the hangman's rope and the 
cat o’ nine tails) Though it outrages humanitarian 
impulses to inflict such punishments, only death 
and pain seem to register on the minds of such 
heartless criminals as kidnappers. 

There is implied murder in every kidnapping 
exploit and the death penalty might well be im- 
posed for a crime that has the nature of construc- 
tive murder. We are apt to be too squeamish 
about the so-called sacredness of human life. There 
is nothing sacred about men who cruelly ravage 
the tenderest feelings of family love to get easy 
money. Men of that kind (and a woman is in the 
recent Luer kidnapping) are human vermin and 
the State is justified in dealing with them as such. 

An agreement between the Canadian and US. 
governments for the delivery up to each other of 
kidnapping suspects, and the joint passage of acts 
to make kidnapping a capital offence, would cer- 
tainly help to keep American kidnappers out of 
Canada and discourage this easiest, most cruel and 
most lucrative form of crime.

Let us turn to consider a more noble aspect 
of human action. Out at Quatsino on the west coast 
of Vancouver Island where my two boats have been 
out for the past eight weeks waiting for the 
quatrennial coming of the salmon shoals from the 
Arctic, there’s a chap naméd Frank Storey. He 
works as engineer at the cannery there. Frank has 
his wife and a young son with him. They have an 
Airedale dog called “Mickey” and (until recently) 
a lady goat named “Nanny,” to supply the family 
with milk. 

A couple of weeks ago the boy Preston, took 
Ais milk pail and went fifty yards behind the 
house to milk “Nanny.” Hearing the scream of a 
cougar while the boy was out, Mr. Preston seized 
his rifle and rushed to defend his child. There was 
a battle royal in progress. An eight foot cougar 
had leaped out of the bush, seizing the goat as 
prey. With one hand holding the goat's collar to 
keep the big beast from dragging “Nanny” away, 
the boy was engaged in beating the cougar about 
the head with the milk pail when his father 
arrived. 

A second cougar came rushing out of the bush, 
but happily “Mickey” arrived and chased the sec- 
ond cougar away just as Mr. Storey with‘a shot 
wounded the first of the marauders. “Mickey,” 
returning from the chase, treed the wounded 
beast. A neighbour hearing the shot came run- 
ning with a gun and shot the beast out of the tree. 
It dropped at the feet of Mrs. Storey. As it 
crouched for a spring at her, she shot it through 
the head. 

Poor “Nanny” was too badly mauled by the 
cougar to live, but in her place the Storey family 
now has a big cougar rug—and some memories. 

Considering how well known an article of diet 
and export is B.C. canned salmon, it is cruel to 
have to disclose that not a can of it contains real 
salmon. True salmon, the genus salmon, doesn't 
keep well in cans. It is too rich. All the popular 
canning varieties, such as sockeye, pinks, chums 
and cohoe, together with the less favored varieties 
which are usually salted for the Japanese market 
such as humpbacks, dog salmon and bluebacks are 
all varieties of the genus oncorynchus or salmon 
trout 

The true salmon such as the tyee, seeks fresh 
water in which to spawn but goes out to sea again 
It spawns yearly and can live to a great age 
Hence the 60 and 80 pound monsters. Varieties of 
salmon trout spawn but once and die. They have 
a life cycle of four years. As tiny grilse they leave 
the streams in which they were hatched for a 
four-year pilgrimage into the Arctic. At the end 
of four years, fasting as for a religious rite, they 
return to the very siream in which they were born, 
there to sacrifice themselves in perpetuation of the 
species. Torn and tired they fight their way up 
strearn to spawn and die. 

* % % 

Because of the four year life cycle the “run” 
differs in volume from year to year. This is “the 
year of the big run” which comes every fourth 
year. Sometimes the big schools come in late 
June, more often in July and sometimes early in 
August. The season lasts four months, but the 
heavy catch is made in four weeks. Whether it 
be early in the season or late in the season they 
come 

With no food in their bellies to indicate where 
their feeding grounds are, it was long a mystery 
where the salmon went to for their four year 
cruise. Now it is known that they pass through 
Behring Straits and into the cold depths of the 
Arctic, there to build up the solid layers of red 
or pink flesh that so well adapt themselves to the 
art of the fish canner. 

Without any of the teleological devices of 
Nature that helps perpetuate mammalian species, 
there is something eerie in the overpowering urge 
of the salmon, male and female, that forees them 
to complete the life cycle. 

One of the strangest sights | ever saw happened 
meny years ago on the Skeena, I was walking the 
grade before the Grand Trunk Pacific was opened. 
The river, then shallow, seemed choked with 
salmon. At a tributory the shoal stopped, and 
divided itself in two. Some big-jawed males like 
sergeant majors kept going through the ranks and 
chasing some fish out of one division into an- 
other. When they were all sorted out, as if by 
word of command, one division went on up the 
main river and the other to its birthplace (and its 
deathplace) up the tributory, 

No wonder they say “You poor fish!”

Health and Diet Advice 
By Dr. Frank, McCoy 
SUMMER TROUBLES OF BABIES 
AND CHILDREN 

In summer babies and young children often 
suffer from troubles which make them uncomfort- 
able and the mother should kriow how to care for 
these. In today’s article I am describing some 


summer irritations of young children as I am sure 
you will find the article helpful. 

PRICKLY HEA T:—During 
hot weather babies may suffer 
from prickly heat rash which 
induces redness of the skin and 
restlessness and peevishness by 
reason of the skin irritation. It 
may be due to putting too much 
clothing on the baby which 
causes him to perspire heavily. 
To make the baby more com- 
fortable you should sponge him 
several times a day, using plain 
cool water. Add a little baking 
soda to the water if you wish. 
Allow the skin to dry and then

lightly sprinkle with baby taleum powder. Discard 


all clothing except the diaper and prevent the baby 
from scratching the rash. 
DIARRHEA OR “SUMMER COMPLAINT":;— 


sis usually caused by some error in feeding, In 
bottle fed babies it may arise from an inability to 
handle rich cream in the milk; in children it 
frequently follows eating unripe or spoiled fruit. 
The most important thing to do is to stop all food 
and give the child plenty of colled boiled water to 
drink for at least 24 hours. A small enema using 
boiled water allowed to cool until comfortably 
warm should be given in order to cleanse the in- 
testines. If there is any cramping, a hot applica- 
tion or hot water bottle laid over the lower abdo- 
men will give relief. A period of complet¢ rest for 
the whole digestive tract is advisable after an 
attack of diarrhea and will do a great deal of good. 


VOMITING:—Both children and babies are 
more likely to have upset stomachs during the 
warm weather than during cool. Use the same 
treatment suggested above for summer complaint. 
By taking extreme care in the feeding of young 
children during the summer, much digestive dis- 
order may be avoided. Keep all milk at a tempera- 
ture below 50 degrees and keep all milk utensils 
strictly clean. If the baby seems to be losing his 
healthy appetite or the breath smells a little sour, 
it will not hurt him to miss the next feeding of 
milk, substituting cool boiled water instead. Over- 
feeding during the summer is a mistake. Children 

| remain healthier and more comfortable during the 
| heat if they are fed simply and lightly, being given 
regular meals consisting of salads and vegetables, 
Fruit juices and fruits are wholesome summer 
foods but should be given in correct combinations 
When a young child vomits, it usually shows that 
he has been eating haphazardly, that he ate when 
too hot and tired, or when emotionally upset. Most 
vomiting spells serve their purpose of cleansing out 
the stomach and then the trouble is quickly over. 
Rest of the stomach ig of value after the attack in 
every case, and, if you are in any doubt as to the 
child's condition, | would suggest keeping him on 
cool, clean water to which fruit juice may be added 
if desired, until he shows by a returning appetite 
and clamor for food that his digestion has returned 
to normal. The use of the small enema, given slow- 
ly, is to be preferred in my opinion to the giving 
of any medicinal preparations for clearing out the 
| intestines. 

SUNBURN:—Even the mother who uses reason- 
| able care in first exposing the young child to the 
| sun may find the child sun-burned. At the beach 
the burning may be severe. The best treatment I 
have found is to apply carron oil to the affected 
| parts. This is simply a mixture of lime water and 
linseed oil and will be put up for you by a drug- 
gist. Having the child wear an old soft blouse 
under the bathing suit or the sunsuit will protect 
the shoulders and arms and may prevent a bad 
case of sunburn.

city placed before the provincial 
and federal governments last April 
commissioners reported, in part, as 
follows 

Premier Brownlee intimated 
that he had not been informed as 
yet as to any formal decision made 
by the Dominion government on 
the matter, and that for the present 
the only contribution which the 
Dominion government would make 
is for their share of direct relief 
which is now being paid to the un 


employed Up to this amount 
however, he expressed the view 
that if the city were to carry out 
a program of work there was no 
objection to the men being paid 
wholly in cash or partly in cash 


and partly in relief orders on stores 
up to the equivalent of their relief 
allowance. It would devolve, how- 
ever. on the city to provide for the 
full cost of all key labor, super- 
vision, labor equipment and mater- 
als, ete 

The parley was called with the 
provincial government with a view 
to the city undertaking an unem- 
ployed work program consisting for 
the main part of grading and grav- 
elling local improvement work. Re- 
porting on this question, commis- 
sioners said: “Provided the nects- 
sary capital funds can be secured 
by the sale of debentures the pro- 
posed program of grading and grav- 
elling, although limited, is of such 
a character as would provide a 
maximum of man-days. Assuming 
that Premier Brownlee’s statement 
is admissable as to being permitted 
to pay the men up to the limit ot 
their present relief allowance, the 
suggested improvements would be 
warranted. In discussing the ques- 
tion, however, it should be pointed 
out that Premier Brownlee expres- 
sed the view that the hourly wage 
rates should be in accordance with 
the scale of wages paid by the gov- 
ernment for similar work else- 
where.” 


JOBLESS DELEGATION 
Led by Jan Lakeman, 
ed official, 


waited on council Tuesday 
ed that work given to relief cases 
be paid for in wages. Relief orders 
in return for work was nothing less 
than charity, or at least had a tinge
